IMPRESSIONS OF 
SEN. HARDING

“J have never given my career 
national publicity, it is not conspicu- 
ous but it is consistent and will bear 
minute analysis.” 

This statement by Warren G. Hard- 
ing stands out in my mind as the 
most characteristic thing in my in- 
terview with him August 16, 1920, 
and proves to my satisfaction the 
statement that has been made fre- 
quently that Senator Harding is a 
modest man, 

I had never seen or met Senator 
Harding. In the primary campaign 
I had spent some four months in a 
sincere endeavor to promote the can- 
didacy of General Leonard Wood, and 
'T was deeply disappointed when he 


jfavor of Senator Harding but the 
sensitive plate of my mind was ready 
to receive whatever impressions he 
might make upon it. I desire to set 
in order these impressions as they 
were made, coming as they did, thick 
and fast, because I know they will 
answer pertinent questions § in 
minds of many others who, like my- 
self, have not had the privilege of 
knowing Senator Harding personally. 

When I reached Marion I called 
the senator’s residence and told the 
man who answered the phone why I 
had come. Almost immediately Sena- 





and told me that if I would come 
“between nine-thirty and a 
of ten” he would be glad to see me. 


I found the offices of the Marion 


headquarters occupying @ Teridecag 
door to the: noua thé sena- 


tor, with a line of automobiles in 
front and men from various states 
on the porches, and all the rooms 
occupied and busy. At the appointed 
time I was asked into the senator’s 
own room and found him standing 
and ready to receive me, and these 
are the impressions of him as they 
came, 

He greeted me as if he had known 
me as a friend for years and imme- 
diately said that he had known of me 
for fifteen years, and “especially in 
the primary campaign.” which give 
us both a hearty laugh. Youth, far 
more than his pictures reveal, was 
my first impression. There is a rich 
vitality of skin and a clear vigor of 
the eye and a flexibility and alert- 
ness of body which one might expect 
in a man of forty. This was a pleas- 
ant surprise and the longer I talked 
with him, the more I felt sure of his 
physical abilities to meet the strain 
of the campaign and the arduous 
work of the presidency. I have not 
seen a photograph that does him jus- 
tice or read an article that gives a 
proper idea of his youthful vitality. 

Poise, holding himself well in hand, 
but extremely responsive to change 
of subjects and mental atmosphere;

a senator of the United States, on 
the foreign relations committee, and 
has seen in detail the kaleidoscopic 
procession of events; this fact raises 
his ' qualifications infinitely above 
of his opponent. Indeed, as 
one canvasses all the requirements 
of the time and the place, he is 
forced to the conclusion that Senator 
Harding’s nomination was a rich and 
timely choice. 

Senator Harding realizes the sur- 
prise which his nomination gave the 
country and it was in connection 
with the discussion of this fact that 
he used the opening sentence of this 
statement. “TI have never given my 
career national publicity, it is not 
conspicuous but it is consistent and 
will bear minute analysis.” 

“T really did not want to be a 
candidate,” he said, and he expressed 
having been ready in- 
stantly to support the nominee of 
the convention; he also expressed his 
deep satisfaction at the fine spirit 
and understanding of the others who 
sought the nomination in now com- 
ing to his full support. Without a 
suggestion of boasting he knows that 
he will win in November and _ said, 
“T have never had the least doubt 
about the result of the campaign.” 

Senator Harding makes an impres- 
sion of individuality such as one ex- 
pects a man to make who has, attain- 
ed to his distinction, and that indi- 
viduality is highly pleasing and sat- 
isfactory. I cannot but recall the 
impression made upon me by some 
other great men whom I have met 
in the same way. I had some ac- 
quaintance with William McKinley, 
whose individuality now occupies such 
a distinct place in American life. 
It is true that Senator Harding 
greatly resembles William McKinley. 
He has the same reserve, but it is 
a reserve of tenacious strength. Any 
one who thinks that Senator Harding 
as president will be easily swayed 
against his convictions will be greatly 
mistaken. He is of the type that 
gladly welcomes the counsel of other 
men but he will pass it through a 
judicial mind well stayed by exper- 
ience and ethical perception. Sena- 
tor Harding is more aggressive than 
was William McKinley, is quicker to 
grasp the full range of a topic, and 
quicker and more positive to express 
himself. He has the same piercing 
eye of McKinley, but it is larger in 
size and darker in color, and it looks 
out from the same kind of heavy 
black eyebrow; and, like McKinley, 
his eye has extreme kindness, and 
besides, a depth of humor.

While serving as 
chairman of the speakers’ bureau of 
the Progressive party in 1913-14, I 
was intimately associated with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt at the national head- 
quarters of that party in New York. 
I have , had occasion to call upon 
Thomas B. Reed of Maine, derisively 
styled “Czar Reed’ because of his 
personal force. At Washington, in 
1918, I had interviews with the Earl 
of Reading, Lord Chief Justice of 
England, special ambassador to the 
United States; with Andrew Tardeau, 
special commissioner of France to the 
United States; with De Cartier, min- 
ister of Belgium—all of these are 
men whose positions mark them as 
powerful individuals. I received from 
none of them a finer impression of 
poise, of distinction and resources of 
power than I did from Senator Hard- 
ing.

The crowning glory for the women 
of America who led the bitter struggle 
for suffrage came when Secretary of 
Btate Colby signed the proclamation 
officially announcing ratification of the 
nineteenth emendment to the Consti- 
tution, last week. 

An optimistic feeling prevails at the 
French Foreign Office regarding the 
European situation, The opinion is 
freely expressed that the situation is 
clearer and that the Allies are more 
tlosely united than at any other time 
since the armistice.

The Farm Buréau is planning a 
meeting at Grand Terrace on Sep- 
tember 9, at which a discussion of 
the best methods for eradicating ants 
will be taken up. A. D. Borden from 
the United States department of 
agriculture, will be present and ad- 
jdress the meeting. 

The meeting will be held at the 
iGrand Terrace school] house and wilt 
be preceded by a picnic supper at 
about five o’clock. The meeting will 
be under the direction ofthe farm 
;advisor, Dr. Fox. 

| The Grand Terrace district is badly 
infested with ants, and the orchards 
of the district are suffering as a 
result, The ants do little direct dam- 
lage to the trees, but they feed on 
the honey dew that is excreted by 
the scale which feed upon the trees. 
In: return for this means of susten- 
ance the ants drive away the para- 
sites which would otherwise destroy 
the scale. 

This week County Horticultural 
Commissioner J. P. Coy, and one of 
his inspectors, Riley Fox, were work- 
ling in this district. They take * 
container filled with a diluted ar- 
lsenical poison and tie it to the trunk 
lot the tree.
